| HIS Poem, as it celebrateth the moſt grave 
| and antient of things, Chaos, Night and Dul- 

' neſs, ſo is it of the moſt grave and antient 

kind. Homer (faith Ariftorle) was firſt who gave 
the Form, and (faith Horace) who — the Meaſure, 
to heroic poeſy. But even before this, may b 
tionally preſumed from what the antients left 
written, was a piece by Homer compoſed, of like na- 
ture and matter with this of our Poet. For of Epic 
ſort it a th to have been, yet of matter ſurely 
not unpleaſant, witneſs what is reported of it by the 
learned Archbiſhop Euſfatbius, in Odyſſ. x. And ac- 
cordingly Ariſtotle in his poetic, chap. 4. doth further 
ſet forth, that as the Iliad and Odyſſey gave example 
2 Tragedy, ſo did this poem to Comedy its

From theſe authors alſo it ſhou'd ſeem, that the He- 
ro or chief perſonage of it was no leſs obſcure, and his 
underſtanding and ſentiments no leſs quaint and ſtrange

Poet had tranſlated thoſe 
two famous works of Homer whith ate yet left ; he did 
conceive it in ſome ſort his duty to imitate that alſo 
which was loſt : And was therefore induced to beſtow 
on it the fame Form which Homer's is reportec to 
have had, namely that of Epic poem, with a title al- 
1o — aſter the antient Greet manner, to wit, that 
of Dunciad. 

Wonderful it is, that ſo few of the moderns have 
been ſtimulated to attempt ſome Dunciad ! Since in 
the opinion of the multitude, it might coſt leſs _ 
and oil, than an imitation of the greater Epic. But 
2 it is alſo that on due reflection, the maker might 

d it eaſier to paint a Charlemagne, a Brute or a God- 
fry, with juſt pomp and dignity heroic, than a Mar- 
gites, a Codrus, a Hlectnoe, or a Tibbald.
